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DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 
GUARDS ASSAULTED 


a 
DEFENDANT WINS APPEAL 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


John Doyle, lorry driver, 53 York street, 
appealed from a sentence of one month's 
imprisonment, with hard labour, recorded 
against him by the District Court Justice on 
a charge of having assaulted Guards 
Loughnane and O’Callaghan on the night of 
May 9th in Aungier street. 

Guard Thomas Loughnane stated that, as 
he was on duty in the street, a girl from one 
of the shops complained to lim of the 
conduct of a man who, when he went into 
the shop, he found sitting at the foot of the 
stairs under the iníluence of drink. Witness 
asked him what, he was doing, and the man 
said he had more right to be there than 
witness had. He took the man (appellant) 
by the arm And he pushed him out on the 
street. There was a crowd there, and he 
was assaulted by Doyle so badly that he was 
on sick leave for eleven days. 

Guard O’Callaghan stated that at 11 p.m. 
he saw a crowd of about 200 or 300 outside 
Kinahan’s shop in Aungier street. He saw 
stones being thrown, and he arrested a young 
fellow. He was assaulted by a man who he 
identified as Doyle in the District Court on 
Monday morning. 

John Doyle, in evidence, denied that he 
had assaulted either of the Guards. He was 
struck with a stone when he was held by 
Guard Loughnane and had to be treated at 
the Adelaide Hospital. 

Robert Hamilton stated that Doyle was in 
his employment and had given him every 
satisfaction. He saw Doyle on the night of 
the occurrence and he was then perfectly 
sober. 

Patrick McInerney stated that he saw one 
of the Guards assaulting the appellant, who 
was neither drunk nor disorderly. 

James Breen, member of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade, stated that he saw the 
appellant suffering from an injury to his 
mouth. He treated him and told him to go 
to a hospital. The man was then sober, and 
did not smell of drink. 

The Judge said that it was an extraordinary 
feature of Dublin life that when a man or 
woman was arrested a crowd collected, and 
without questioning the right or wrong of 
the affair, assaulted the Guard. Although 
the appellant had not impressed him much 
in the witmess-box, he felt that he could not 
— the conviction, and he, therefore, 

owed the appeal. 

Mr. J. A. Geary (Chief State Solicitor’s 
office) represented the Guards. 

Mr. J. Murnane (instructed by Messrs. E. 
Jordan and Co.) appeared for the appellant. 


UNSEALED STOUT 


William F. McQuilliam, off licence-holder, 
121 Upper Dorset street, appealed from a 
conviction and fine of 20s. by the District 
Justice on a charge of selling four unsealed 
bottles of stout to a boy under 18 years cf 
age. 

Sergeant Weldon stated that he stopped the 
boy outside the appellant’s premises, and 
that he brought the boy back to the shop, 
when the defendant hin | appellant admitted 
that he sold the stout to the boy, whom he 
knew to be a messenger for one of his 
customers. He said that he was not aware 
that he had to have the bottles sealed, and 
that, as the stout was fully corked, he 
thought he had complied with the Act. 

The Judge dismissed the appeal and con- 
firmed the sentence ot 20s. fine, but he 
removed the endorsement 

Mr. F. Sherry (instructed by Messrs. 
Kennedy and McGonagle) appeared for the 
appellant. 

Mr. Geary appeared for the Attorney- 
General. 


DECISION REVERSED 


Peter Saul, Malahide road, appealed from a 
conviction and fine of £3 recorded against 
him by District Justice Reddin at Swords 
on a charge of driving his motor car in a 
manner dangerous to the public at Drynham 
road, Swords, on the 8th of March last. 

Sergeant Cooney, Swords, stated that he 
visited the scene of a collision between the 
appellant’s car and a car driven by Mr. Henrv 
Clarke, of Belcamp, Co. Dublin. He found 
Mr. Saul’s car on its side on the road, and 
after making inquiries from their respective 
drivers he invited Mr. Saul, if he so desired, 
to come to the Guards’ Station at Swords 
and make a statement. Mr. Saul did so. 

At the conclusion of the sergeant’s evidence, 

Mr. Sherry ‘instructed by Messrs. Kennedy 


Section. 55 of the Roads Traffic Act, 1933. 
had n>t ! een complied with, inasmuch as that 
the sergeant. did. not give Mr. Saul, at the 
time or immediately after, a warning that a 
prosecution would be instituted. 

The Judge said that there was no evidence 
that a proper warning had been given, and 
he, therefore, allowed the appeal and reversed 
the decision of the District Justice. 

Mr. Geary appeared for the Guards.

BRITAIN INVOKES 


ESCALATOR CLAUSE 


The officinl Note was handed to the 
United States and Japanese Ambassadors 
yesterday. in which the British Govern- 
ment invoked Article Twenty-one of the 
London Naval Treaty of 1930—the 
Escalator Clause—with the view to the re- 
tention of 40,000 tons of over-age destroyer 
tonnage over and above the destroyer 
tonnage figure Which the British Common- 
wealth of Nations is allowed to possess on 
December 2]., 1936. 

Under the ‘‘ Escalator Clause”’ increases 
in one or more categories may be made if 
the requireraents of national security are 
materialiy affected by the naval construc- 
tion of non-eignatory Powers. This will 
entitle the U.S.A. and Japan to make pro- 
pontenete increases in the same category
